RISK

Kevin Schwantz is 20-years-old, 
lives in Houston, Texas; can be 
a real wise-ass on occasion; and 
rides motorcycles. You may not 
have heard of him before, but most 
likely you will. Because this kid 
Schwantz is the next great American 
road racer, and he’s liable to end up 
World Champion if the success and 
fame and glory and riches he’s sure to 
earn along the way don’t sidetrack 
him first. 

Schwantz spent 1984 racing a stock 
FJ600 Yamaha, using it to beat guys 
and machines he shouldn’t have been 











able to get near. He jumped on a 
borrowed-at-the-last minute Ninja 900 
for the first time at the WERA Nation- 
al Finals in Atlanta last month, got 
four laps of practice, and beat Randy 
Renfrow (FJ1100) and Dale Quarter- 
ley (Ninja) in the Heavyweight Pro- 
duction (stock) race. (Schwantz was 
disqualified, seeing as he wasn’t offi- 
cially entered in the race, and Ren- 
frow, better known for riding an 
RS500 Honda into the winner’s circle 
at AMA/Winston Pro Formula One 
races, was credited with the win.) 

Schwantz first caught my eye in the 
WERA/Dunlop National Endurance 
Series. I knew he was good from 
watching him on his FJ600, slither- 
ing around corners faster than that 
stock street bike could possibly go. 
He didn’t seem to slow down much 
in the rain or at night and nobody 
forded the twin rivers at Texas World 
Speedway better than Schwantz did 
when the eight-hour there was hit 
with a flash flood. 

The big question was whether or 
not the kid could ride something 
with real power and racing slicks and 
big brakes and short handlebars; lots 
of guys can fly on production bikes 
and can’t make the transition to seri- 
ous racebikes. But I figured it was 
worth finding out; I liked Schwantz 
despite his bravado and wise-cracking, 
and it seemed to me that at his core 
was a serious racer who wanted to go 
fast and race and win. 

I'd heard that two-time U.S. Super- 
bike Champion Wes Cooley and 
Yoshimura R&D of America had gone 
their separate ways after almost a 
decade of stormy success, and that 
Yoshimura had headed out to Wil- 
low Springs and Riverside with a 
parade of potential pilots, holding 
tryout sessions. The way I heard it, 
Quarterley and New Zealander Robert 
Holden and California fast boys Jim 
Vreeke and Todd Brubaker had all 
swung a leg over Cooley’s Superbike 
and had come back in with a new 
respect for Mr. Cooley's abilities — 
none of the would-be successors had 





been able to get near Cooley’s lap 
times or even get comfortable riding 
the Yoshimura Suzuki. 


Kevin Schwantz 


It took a lot of talking for me to 
convince Yoshimura R&D’s Suehiro 
Watanabe to give Schwantz a tryout. 
Yoshimura’s crew had left the other 
test sessions disappointed; they d been 
bombarded by dozens of other aspiring 
Superbike heroes, including some 
who had no right to be asking and 
others, like Scott Gray and Russ 
Paulk and New Zealander Richard 
Scoular, who were well-qualified for 
the ride. Watanabe’s phone was ring- 
ing off the hook, his mailbox threat- 
ening to burst at the seams from the 
volume of applications and pleas for 
a ride, a tryout, a chance. 

It’s no wonder Watanabe was skep- 
tical. On the other hand, the last time 
I recommended a rider to Yoshimura 
was in 1980; that pilot, Mike Spencer, 
rode well for Yoshimura and went on 
to come within one low-speed crash 
of winning the U.S. Formula One 
title the next year, riding for Team 
Honda. 

‘So Watanabe agreed to put 
Schwantz aboard Cooley’s bike for an 











ARRA race at Willow Springs, De- 
cember 2. 

Willow Springs isn’t a racetrack 
Kevin Schwantz competes on month- 
ly. In fact, he had only raced at Wil- 
low once before, on his FJ600, in 
June. So I invited him to come out 
and ride Team Hammer's 24-hour 
bike in practice at the track on Decem- 
ber 1. 

Schwantz had never ridden any- 
thing with clip-on bars before, he 
told us when he showed up. Never 
ridden anything with a GP-style shift 
pattern — down for higher gears — 
before, either. Never ridden anything 
with 13-inch brakes. Team Hammer 
crew chief Ken Hoogland and I won- 
dered if we were doing the right thing. 

None of it seemed to matter. 
Schwantz looked relaxed on the bike, 
listened to suggestions, and brought 
his lap times down steadily, from 
1:37s to 1:36s to 1:35s to 1:34s. We 
changed the gearing and threw on a 
new rear tire — the one he started 
with had been used three hours at Elk- 
hart Lake — and he turned 1:33s. We 
talked about his approach to turn 
eight; he went back out and did 1:32s 
on an endurance bike with a well- 
used, stock GS1150 engine and full 
lighting equipment. 

It turned out that Schwantz has 
been competing on motorcycles for 
12 years, starting on a TY80 trials 
bike, progressing through motocross 
to flat track and finally, two years 
ago, getting into road racing on street 
bikes. 

The Yoshimura crew turned up 
late Sunday morning; Schwantz had 
time for just three laps of practice. 
Then he turned 1:30s in winning the 
Formula One race, beating both 
Vreeke and Brubaker, who were rid- 
ing their own Superbikes on their 
home track. Schwantz won again in 
the Superbike race, earning $300. 

When he left the track he was head- 
ing fordinner with Watanabe, and by 
the time you read this Kevin Schwantz 
will havé.signed a deal to race Yoshi- 
mura Superbikes in 1985. e

Thank you for your letter of October 
1, 1984 regarding the closure of Sad- 
dleback Park. The motorcycle and 
motocross facility has been closed 
because we believe those uses are no 
longer suitable for the property. 
Additionally, the current operator 
has found its operations economically 
unfeasible. 

The use of the site for off-road veh- 
icles had always been regarded by us 
and the park operators as an interim 
land use. Within a few years, the area 
will be in the pathway of permanent 
development. The noise problem 
alone would argue against the site’s 
future continued use as an off-road 
facility, and in the relatively little 
time remaining before other devel- 
opment is to occur in the area, it is 
extremely unlikely that a new opera- 
tor could recover his investment. 

For these reasons, we see no practi- 
cal prospects for the reopening of 
Saddleback Park. It served a recrea- 
tional need while it could and we are 
pleased by that; but changing times 
and circumstances now compel its 
closure, and we have no choice but to 
recognize that fact. I hope this letter 
helps you appreciate our situation, as 
we appreciate your special interest in 
the matter.

Dunes motocross unsafe? 


As the mother of a motocross racer 
I have experienced my share of nail 
biting, gasping, disappointment, and 
elation. In the last two years we have 
raced at most of the tracks in the 
southern California area. I have 
looked at all the tracks critically 
because I am naturally concerned 





about the health and well-being of 
my son. I have been very uneasy 
about the lack of concern with rider 
safety at Indian Dunes in particular. 
Many times I have felt that some- 
thing should be said, but I would go 
home and just forget about it. After 
being a part of a potentially tragic 
incident last Saturday on the Shadow 
Glen track, I cannot forget and I have 
to speak up. 

One of the 250cc Pro riders got off 
in the first moto and landed face 
down, unconscious, in a deep puddle 
of water. There were no spectators in 
that area and no flagmen or track 
officials either. The leading 250 Inter- 
mediate rider, who followed the Pros 
in the second gate, jumped off his 
bike and pulled the unconscious Pro 
out of the water and probably saved 
his life. I do not know this young 
man, but I checked the sign-up sheet 
to find out his name. Brian Fountain 
showed a great deal of class, sports- 
manship, and unselfishness. He is a 
fine example of the caliber of people 
we have met since we have been 
involved in motocross racing. 

This story, however, illustrates the 
problem I have seen with the promo- 
ter’s lack of concern of flagmen on 
the track. Several times during the 
first series of motos the spectators had 
to run onto the track to protect a 
fallen rider. There are countless metal 
poles beside the track without tirés or 
padding of any kind to keep a rider 
from impaling him or herself. The 
ambulance access to parts of the track 
(Shadow Glen) is very poor. These 
are things that can be easily and in- 
expensively remedied. Any improve- 
ments would be appreciated very 
much by the riders ...and their 


mothers.

BMW stats 


Congrats to Team Hammer and 
their National Endurance Series title 
win. The reliability stats are very 
commendable. However, there is an- 
other Team that racked up some 
pretty impressive stats also in 1984 — 
BMW. 

BMW’s off road race/rally team 
entered their works racers 16-times 
during 1984. BMW won the 21-day/ 
9,000-mile Paris-to-Dakar outright 
overall vehicle plus second and fifth 
motorcycle. They also won the Pha- 
roah Rally (Egypt) with a first and 
second. In their first-ever “factory" 
Baja effort, they won first Class-30, 
fifth overall. 

The BMW off-road racebikes tal- 
lied up over 1,000 race hours and 
40,000-plus racing miles in 1984. 
Every bike entered by BMW in 1984 
finished and there wasn’t a single 
engine DNF. No other off-road rally/ 
race team compiled a reliability record 
to match BMW < in 1984. 

The two Baja 1000 BMW team 
bikes were originally constructed in 
1981 and had numerous races behind 
them. Though updatedand modified 
regularly, they were the oldest and 
highest-mileage race bikes in the 1984 
Baja 1000 — when they entered and 
when they finished. 

Not too shabby for “ancient” push- 
rod twins that rumble along at 130 
mph, unfaired, on knobbies. And 
they race throughout the world all 
year for roughly the same budget that 
Honda spent on Paris-to-Dakar alone. 

Just thought you might find these 
tidbits of curiousity.

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Interview: National Trials 
Champion Scott Head 


Two feet up 
on the nation 


By Len Weed 


Three wins in one weekend. A real triple-Header? The tag seemed apt this past 
Labor Day weekend when Scott Head swept the final three trials nationals to 
join Lane Leavitt, Marland Whaley, Bernie Schreiber, and Curt Comer as an 
AMA/NATC series champion. 

One less stop in Wyoming would have enabled Head, 22, to sweep the final 
five events. His last three victories, by margins of 11, 18, and 21 points, broke a 
deadlock with two-time Canadian champion Stan Bakgaard. 

Head rode his first trial in 1976, transferred to Expert a year and a half later, 
and finished SoCal number two in 1979 while ranking eighth in the nation. He 
topped the SoCal series a year later while finishing runner-up to Marland 
Whaley for national honors. 

Head spent the next two years in Italy under contract to Italjet. Injuries 
marred his’81 campaign, but he ranked 13th in the world in 1982, scoring top-10 
points in four events, becoming only the third Ameican (besides Schreiber and 
Whaley) to score FIM points overseas. 

Returning to his home in Placerville, California after the 82 season, Head 
decided to retire from world competition and concentrate on college studies. 
Riding just four of the best-five-of-eight series, he ranked seventh nationally in 

983. 


School again limited his practice time in the 1984 season, but daily summer 
sessions enabled him to win four of the final five rounds and become America’s 
first champion on a sub-300cc machine. 

Currently a student at American River Junior College, Head plans to transfer 
to a four-year school to pursue a bachelor’s degree in engineering. 











Your dad was a car racer, wasn’t he? 
He was national champ in super 
stock class for a couple of years in the 
50s. I never got into that. He didn’t 
quit drag racing till he was 50-some- 
thing but even then I was still a little 
twerp. We’d always had motorcycles 
around. I started riding around seven. 
How did you first become aware of 
trials? 

I used to trail ride my Honda XR75 in 
the hills next to my house. I got to the 








cross.. My dad had gone through that 
with my brother and he wasn’t inter- 
ested in the hassle again. So, for my 
14th birthday, he bought me a brand- 
new Suzuki RL250. That was 1976. 
There I was with a new bike and I had 
no idea’ what trials was. All I knew 
was what I had seen in On Any Sun- 
day. So I tried to race on it but it 
didn’t work very well. Finally, Joe 
Ige from the VOTE club came out to 
my house and showed me what trials 








What kept you with the sport? 


_ At first, I wasn’t into trials that 


much. I was into going out and mess- 
ing around after school. But then I 
made Amateur and got anew "78 Bul- 
taco that my dad had promised me. I 
rode one trial and got a seventh. 
Then I won the next trial and all of a 
sudden it was like: My gosh, I beat 
these guys that I was so far behind. 
How did I get here all of a sudden? 
And that’s when I decided to stick 
with it. And after that I started prac- 
ticing with Bernie Schreiber. 


How did your contract with Italjet 
come about? 

Bernie had put in a good word for me 
when he signed with Italjet sol hada 
contract to ride here. In April of 1981 
I went by to see the distributor. He 
(Keith Mullins) had the AMA on the 
phone asking them to release me 
from my license. His assistant told 
me: You're going to Italy in 48 hours. 
I just kinda fell on the floor. Then I 
found out why they brought me over. 
Their Italian rider had decided to 
leave and they had no one to ride the 
Italian championship. Fantic had 
already imported a Spanish guy to 
ride so I guess Italjet just followed 
that lead. 


Just two years earlier you had been 
very shy about going to your first 
national and there you were in Italy. 
What was that like? 

We put a six-month clause in the 
contract that if I didn’t like it over- 
seas, I could get out. Of course, that 
didn’t happen. It was just a matter of 
adapt or go home. I’ve always been 
adaptable and I stuck with it. 


A lot of riders haven’t been able to do 
that. 

I really like it, being an American in 
Europe. The Italians love Americans. 
Almost everyone has some relatives 
here. What was nice was saying: I ride 
trials and have them say: Oh, yeah, 
trials. Here, you have to go into an 
hour-long explanation of what trials 
is. 

You had several injuries during ’81 
and "82. 

The street bike crash happned early 
in "81. I had a Suzuki GS450. I think 
with the cutrent bikes I could have 
made that turn, but I was going too 
fast for the bike. Then in Italy I 
pulled a groin muscle and that was 
worse thán the back injury (com- 
pressed vertebrae) I got on the street 
bike. I only rode one world round, in 
France, when I knew I shouln’t be- 
cause of the groin pull. It was so bad 
then I packed up and went home to 





specialists in San Francisco. I was on 
my way back to Europe in January of 
"82 when I stopped to see some friends 
in Tennessee. I was a passenger in a 
head-on crash on an icy bridge. That 
redid my back. I went to Italy, didn’t 
do anything for a month, got on my 
bike and a week later finished ninth 
in Spain. And then I got really super 
serious and finished like 32nd in Bel- 
gium. I couldn’t figure that out. And 
then in June I was a passenger in 
another head-on back here when a 
drunk driver came around the wrong 
side of a turn. I missed the Canadian 
world round because of that. 

You didn’t go back in "83. Why not? 
Italjet offerd me a contract but I told 
them I wouldn’t sign it until I went 
home and thought about it. I decided 
the situation wasn’t right to go back. 
What were the factors? 

My biggest concern was that I couldn’t 
get the special Michelins. 

Would you have gone back if you 
could? 

Yeah. That was probably the biggest 
factor in my decision. During my 
first year over there I had decided that 
I was going to college when I was 
done racing. But had the situation 
been right to stay, I would have gone 
back. : 

Were you on your own in Europe 
going to events? 

Basically. I went with the team 
manager to the first three. Then I 
went to the next four with an English 
rider, Peter Cartwright. The last 
rounds, Sweden, Finland, and Poland, 
I went by myself. I was the only Italjet 
entry at those three rounds. 

So living overseas didn’t play much 
of a factor in your decision not to go 
back. 

Oh, notat all. If anything, it was one 
of the factors that would have made 
me go back. I really enjoyed it over 
there. I had thought about switching 
bikes and going back in 83, but that 
was right at the height of the reces- 
sion over there and nobody changed 
rides that year. Not that I thought the 
Italjet was bad, I just wanted to try 
the series on something else. Both 
Keith Mullins here and Mr. Tartarini 
overseas. treated me great. Probably 
one of the reasons I stayed the full 
two years of the contract was because 
I got along great with the people at 
the factory. And eventually the bike 
became much better. I felt that the 
last bike I rode was not holding me 
back. It was other circumstances, 
mainly the tires. The thing that de- 
presses me about the whole deal with 
Italjet is that the bike never got a 

































































































chance to have its teething problems. 
Why did they get away from the orig- 
inal concept of building a “green 
Bultaco” for Schreiber? 

They hired the world champion and 
they thought everything was fine. 
But when it came time to put a bike 
into production I suspect it had to do 
with pride. I never really asked but I 
think that’s what happened. They 
didn’t want to put a “green Bultaco" 
into production. They wanted to build 
an Italjet. Obviously, the bike wasn’t 
that great at first. They never had a 
chance to make their development 
mistakes quietly and recover quietly. 
No first production bike is that good. 
And Bernie’s psych is so strong; when 
he’s up, he’s up incredibly, and it just 
went the opposite way with Italjet. 
Few American riders seem to like 
Europe. Or they just tolerate it. Why 
was it different for you? 

Some guys go over and it’s not like 
downtown L.A. or San Diego or any 
other town here. They feel out of 
place, insecure. They don’t say: Well, 
it’s different, it’s something I’m going 
to have to adapt to. They never break 
out of being an I-can-have-everything- 
I-want-all-the-time American. They 
don’t attemp to become European in 
any way. 

You really weren’t planning on rid- 
ing nationals in ’83, were you? 

No. I didn’t ride the first three rounds. 
I was going to school and skiing a lot. 
Larry Wise (of Cosmopolitan Motors) 
called me and asked if I wanted to 
ride a Montesa in the series. I think 
Fantic had really done well at the first 
rounds in Texas and Larry decided 
he had to do something. Also, Curt 
Comer had left Montesa that year. 
Why did you cool off on riding? 
Well, I was really in a transitional 
period. Going from totally out on my 
own with no restraints or schedule 
except being at a race when I had to. 
Back in America I had a job, working 
full time, and taking nine units at 
night. I really didn’t have time to 
think about riding. 

So you rode four rounds. You didn’t 
get a ticket back to Pennsylvania. 
Missing that ride cost you a ranking 
as high as number two for year, 
depending on how you would have 
done. 

Right. 

Then you laid off again before the "84 
season. Was that because of school? 
I think I was just burnt out on trials. I 
was a little irritated that I hadn’t been 
able to get back to Pennsylvania. And 
I was back at school and working. I 
quit riding in September. About two 
months later I started thinking about 
bikes again. ľd be driving by some 
rocks and say: Wow, thaťd be a great 
section. I decided all of a sudden I 
wanted to try a smaller bike. I called 


Larry but he was sold out of 242s. He | 


said he could get me one in about a 
month. I got it at the end of February. 
Trying a smaller -bike turned out to 
be the smartest decision I ever made. I 
had never ridden one. I found out 
that with a big bike there’s a lot of 
power that’s never used. With a small 
bike you have to use all there is, but 
you're never lacking, really. The big- 
gest thing was the 242 was so much 
lighter than anything I had ridden. 
My style and that bike just clicked 
right in. 

How much riding did you do before 
the June rounds? 

I had a month to get ready, riding 
maybe a couple of hours every week- 
end. School was just intense. Even 
then, I was thinking I wouldn’t make 
those first rounds because finals were 
the week before. I had to reschedule 
all my finals, really do some begging 
and pleading. I just barely got to 
leave the day before the first national 
back east. 

Did riding back east revive your 
interest?

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I had the interest all along, I just 
hadn't had the time. Suddenly it was 
summer and I didn’t have to hit the 
books. 

Three weeks later you got your first 
official national win in Colorado. 
Colorado was the turning point for 
me. ľd gotten onto a fitness program, 
running and working out, and prac- 
ticing. The biggest change was men- 
tal. I tried to be myself more instead 
of what I thought the serious racer 
should be. The serious racer puts the 
straight face on and really doesn’t 
smile much. But, me, the racer, is 
joking and happy and smiling at 
everybody until I get to the first sec- 
tion. And then I put my race face on. 
Before I had never really felt that I 
could beat everybody. 

In Colorado, I had a good first lap 
and it was an easy trial. I had never 
done well in an easy trial before. 
Then on the second lap I just said: 
Well, I’m going to win today. I didn’t 
know why. I just had that feeling and 
that was it. 

Then you lost by one point in Wyom- 
ing and went home for six weeks in a 
tie for first place. 

Yeah. I got a job building a cabin for 
Norm Sayler up at Donner Ski Ranch. 
I put in my eight hours every day and 
I'd go out and ride for a couple of 
hours and then I'd run and work out. 
I just got into this groove. 

So practicing at Donner really pre- 
pared you? 

The best thing that happened to me 
was losing by a point in Wyoming. 
That ticked me off so bad. I thought 
about that all the way home. One 
point. One point. One point. It really 
motivated me to work hard. I kept 
thinking maybe I got a little tired and 
lost that one point because of fatigue 
or lack of concentration. That’s what 
I told myself to get more motivated to 
work harder. And, also, working up 
there with Norm, the analytical 
wizard, helped. Every night after 
practice ľd describe a section and 
what I thought I was having a prob- 
lem with and wed talk about it. And 
ľd go out then the next day and sure 








enough, what he said the problem 
was, that was it. I refined my styleand 
constantly tried to become more effi- 
cient. 

What’s your strongest trait? 

I don’t like to quit. 

What’s your philosophy of life? 
Why don’t you ask me the definition 
of happiness? Happiness is the exer- 
cise of vital powers along lines of 
excellence in a life affording them 
scope. Thať s the Greek definition of 
happiness. 

What about hobbies? 

Tennis. Skiing. 

You’re a Louis L’Amour fan. How 
many of his books have you read? 

I think I have about 50. I've read them 
all about four times. During the 
summers I read some new.ones and 
all my old favorites. 

Why Louis L’Armour? 

He writes about the kinds of guys I 
could imagine myself being in the 
Old West. Had I been raised a bit 
differently or maybe taken a different 
fork in the road way back I could 
easily be just a total outdoorsman, 
anti-civilization, do-it-on-your-own 
survivalist. I really love that kind of 
stuff. I did a lot of that when I was 
younger. Louis L"Armour s books 
allow me to use my imagination, put 
myself into those places. His books 
are not only a story but a history. 
When you were in Europe traveling 
by yourself, did you begin to feel like 
you were the lone rider? 

I used to joke about it and call may- 
self the Lone Ranger because I was 
the only Italjet rider out there. 

What would be your most memor- 
able experience in trials? 

Eating five sundaes in one day. No, 
really, there isn’t any one thing. There 
have been times of elation. The time 
in the van when I found I had clinched 
the championship. Another was in 
Spain when I got my first FIM points 
overseas. Probably one was when I 
walked into the importer that day 
and they were waving a contract in 
front of my face. 

Your biggest disappointment? 

I guess my biggest regret was I didn’t 











get a chance...I’m not whining or 
anything,..that I didn’t get a chance 
to stay in Europe and ride as a 
member. of a team on a bike that at 
that time everybody knew was a good 
bike with the tires everyone was using. 
I hate to keep harping about not hav- 
ing those tres, but it made a big 
difference. 

How much of an influence has Ber- 
nie Schreiber been on your career? 
He was my idol. The guy I looked up 
to. The great thing about Bernie was 
he wasn’t too big to take the time to 
talk and be nice to a kid coming up. 
He wasn't above calling me on the 
phone and asking if I wanted to go 
practicing. And he’d listen to what I 
had to say. I remember Bernie and 
Andre Plouffe (SoCal number one in 
1979) inabout the same way. I used to 
call up Andre and just ramble on 
about everything and he'd listen 
patiently. Bernie used to come over. 
He'd set up these killer sections and 
I'd just wheeze and grunt and push 
and he’d clean them. Of course, Td 
never clean them that day but I'd go 
back and ride them and ride them. I 
can still go back to Chatsworth and 
show you all the different sections 
that Bernie came out and set up. 
How much of your development came 
from that opportunity? 

I can’t put an exact percentage on it, 
but it was a definite help to be 
exposed to the best rider in the world 
and learn what he was doing. Bernie, 
at that time, was the pace-setter in 
Europe. He was the guy who was 
doing the wheelie turns for the first 
time. Basically, I was seeing all the 
latest tricks and I'd never been out of 
California. Thať s the physical part. 
And the mental part: having some- 
one like that around that I could idol- 
ize, aspire to. 

Was it ashock going from national to 
world rounds? 

It was but it wasn’t . . . I had a lot of 
preparation riding Bernie’s sections 
and southern California trials. I guess 
it was because of Bernie and Marland 
that the philosophy in southern Cali- 
fornia was: If you can make it, it’s not 
hard enough. If you aren’t crashing 
five times out of 10, make the stuff a 
little harder. Find a higher step. 

But southern California isn’t putting 
out top national riders right now. 
There’s a decline in top riders and 
total riders. Is that a result of tougher 
sections or just a cycle? 

You have a percentage of the people 
doing any sport that will be the best. 
And as the number of people partici- 
pating goes down, your output of top 
athletes will go down. Trials is really 
a difficult sport in that respect. In 
racing, the good riders go faster, but 
in trials the good riders get through 
and the others don’t. And it’s really 
no fun when you aren’t making it 
unless you have that attitude that we 
used to have — that I still have — well, 
I'm not making it, that’s because I’m 
not good enough so I better get better. 
In trials, when you're crashing in a 
section, you're looking bad. Every- 
body is looking. I can really relate to 
people who don’t get a charge out of 
that. As a consequence the difficulty 
in sections declines. Using SoCal as 
an example: I’m not there any more, 
Marland quit, Bernie hasn’t been 
there for years. That influence isn’t 
there to perpetuate the old philo- 
sophy. 

What prepared you better for Europe? 
Riding nationals or practicing with 
Bernie? 

More than anything it was the grow- 
ing up and practicing in southern 
California — that tough trials envi- 
ronment that prepared me mentally. 
Plus my own trait, not wanting to 
quit. 

Should national trials be easier to 
appeal to more riders or tougher to 














develop potential world champions? 
I feel if trials is going to keep people 
in the sport it has to be presented the 
way they want it. The majority of 
riders, the mainstay of the national 
group, the support riders, don't want 
killer trials. These are guys who work 
hard, have families, guys who are 
coming from places where they don’t 
care about world riders. They never 
had a guy like Bernie around to show 
them how Europe was. They want to 
come to a national’ and have fun. 
They re all privateers, it’s costing 
them money, and they don’t have fun 
when they're fiving every section. I 
think that were going to have to do 
more trials like Colorado for exam- 
ple. Split the support rider more. 
Have more championship-only sec- 
tions. Splitting the sections has 
helped. It’s just going to have to be 
that the national class is a lot harder 
than the support class. I hear that 
Europe is beginning to find out what 
America has already found out that if 
you try to kill everybody in the nation- 
als the people aren't going to do it. 
Did Colorado and Wyoming this 
year hit the mark? 

For the support riders probably. 
Thať s my rational brain talking there. 
In my heart I want to see it tough and 
brutal and more of the old philosphy 
of developing more guys to go to 
Europe. If there’s no one who wants 
to do that then... 

Would a super class help? 

What good is it going todo to have 10 
guys in a super class? 

You prefer tougher trials? 

Of course. It’s to my advantage. I’m 
better that way. But this year I was 
mentally able to handle the easier 
trials. 


There’s been controversy over the 
U.S. world round, that the last two 
didn’t stack up to Donner in ’82. 
What can I say about Donner? It was 
a spectacle. Donner did a lot for the 
sport. Definitely more good than any 
harm. It showed people that had 
never really understood what the top 
trials riders can do on-trials bikes. 
Donner, with the big rocks and the 
grip, really shocked people. It was 
obvious that was what the people 
wanted to see. They were running 
from section to section. 

Was 113 points off Eddy Lejeune too 
tough a trial? 

I think, in retrospect, you can say it 
was too hard, but it accomplished 
what.I think needed to be done. It 
showed people just how incredible 
trials is. Donner really illustrated the 
outer limits of trials. The organizer 
took a lot of abuse and a lot of that 
should go to me. I talked to hima lot, 
gave him a lot of advice. So did Ber- 
nie. It could have been a turkey 
because the guys doing it had never 
seen any world rounds. So it turned 
out to be a bit tough but it was sure a 
lot better than being a turkey. 

Some of the Europeans ask why it 
isn’t at Donner more often or every 
year. 
I’ve talked about that. Why not have 
the American round in the same 
place all the time. If it was in an 
attractive spot like Donner, maybe 
we could get some TV coverage like 
the world motocross championship 
at Carlsbad. Every year, it’s in the 
same place. Everybody knows it's 
going to happen. But, on the other 
side of the coin, it’s one of the few 
chances Americans have to see the 
world’s best and we have to give every- 
body an opportunity to see it.

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Riding the Ninja GOOR 


By John Ulrich 


Kawasaki s GPz900 Ninja was a sensation at 
its introduction for the 1984 season: 1983 
Superbike Champion Wayne Rainey jumped 
on one at the press intro held at Laguna Seca 


Raceway and was turning 1:16 
lap times within three laps, 
stock tires, stands and all. 

The Ninja was remarkable for 
its outstanding power output, class- 
of-the-class handling and racebike 
looks. It turned into a hot seller for 
Kawasaki, many dealers selling all 
they could get their hands on, quickly. 

The Ninja proved that Americans 
would buy a motorcycle on the basis 
of all-around high-performance, that 





brakes and an anti-dive system that 
actually worked could be, then the 
a machine with handling, brakes, 
racer styling and good’ power would 
sell even if other machines — 1100s 
and 1150s — were faster and quicker 
in the quarter-mile. 

Which brings us to the Ninja 600R, 
just introduced as a 1985 model. If the 
original Ninja defined the best in 
streetbike handling, then the Ninja 
600R re-defines it. If the original 
Ninja showed how good streetbike 








Ninja 600R proves that anything can 
be improved upon. And if the origi- 
nal Ninja pushed the outer limits of 
how race-track-radical styling could 
get and still appeal to the American 
sport motorcycle buyer, then the Ninja 
600R stretches the limits just a little 
bit more. 

Jump off a Ninja 900 onto a Ninja 
600R and the 600 seems small, the 
riding position cramped, the pegs 
high, the seat low, the bars stubby. 

The Ninja 900 came with great 
cornering clearance for a street bike, 
but aggressive riders taking Ninjas to 
the race track soon started wearing 
holes in the bike’s full fairing and 
touching the pegs down. 

Nobody is going to wear holes in 
the Ninja 600R’s fairing, at least not 








while it’s on two wheels; and while 
it’s possible to just nick the tips of the 
high-mounted, rearset footpegs, it’s 
not something anybody should expect 
to do on the street or in most race 
track corners. 

There’s a reason those pegs are 
high; it’s cornering clearance. There’s 
a reason the Ninja 600R has fairing 
and pipes and stands tucked in, way 
in, farther in than the equivalent 
parts on any street bike seen before. 
Kawasaki built this thing to be the 
closest street bike ever to a real racer, 
and they have succeeded. 

It has, of course, a water-cooled, 
four-valves-per-cylinder DOHC, 
plain-bearing engine based on the 
highly-successful GPz550 engine. The 
Ninja 600R engine, as explained in

our recent tech analysis (Cycle News, 
October 24), is smaller, shorter, nar- 
rower and lighter than the GPz550 
engine. But we’ve learned more since 
that tech story was published. 


We knew the 600R makes more 
power than the GPz550. Now we find 
that there are some interchangeable 


parts, such as the transmission assem- 
bly and the clutch. But to reduce the 
strain on the clutch, Kawasaki engi- 
neers changed the primary ratio; the 
intermediate shaft between the crank- 
shaft and clutch now has a 28-tooth 
gear vs. the GPz550’s 26-tooth gear; 
the Ninja 600R’s clutch basket has 63 
teeth vs. the 500’s 65 teeth. That 
means the ratio between the interme- 
diate shaft and the clutch is reduced 
from 2.5:1 to 2.25:1, reducing the 
torque. multiplication between the 
crankshaft and clutch but increasing 
the speed at which the transmission 
shafts spins. (Changes in final drive 
gearing compensate for the primary 
gearing changes.) 


Because the transmission spins fast- 
er, the engineers added bushings to 
the third and fourth gears on the 
countershaft, which run steel-to-steel 
in the 550 transmission, 

The men from Kawasaki also spent 
considerable time in a wind tunnel 
testing fairing designs; the one the 
Ninja 600R ended up with is smooth 
in the headlight area and has ducts 
on both sides. The new shape, and 
especially the ducts and the shape of 
the lower fairing, greatly improve air 
flow through the radiator compared 
to the Ninja 900. 

According. to Kawasaki engineers, 
hot air stagnated behind the Ninja 
900 radiator, contributing to the ma- 
chine’s tendency to run hot. But the 
Ninja 600R.s fairing draws hot air 
out from behind the radiator and is 
the single most significant factor in 
the model’s improved cooling com- 
pared to the Ninja 900. 

No doubt that wind tunnel testing 
influenced the size, shape and posi- 
tioning of the mirrors on the 600R; 
and like the mirrors on the Ninja 900, 
they’re essentially useless for deter- 
mining what’s tagging along in the 

_ bikes slipstream. To see behind, the 
rider must take one hand off the bars 
and pull the arm in; otherwise the 
view to the rear is limited to close 
inspections of jacket sleeves. 

More wind hits the rider’s helmet 
on the 600, compared to the 900. And 
the 600R has rubber front engine 











mounts to reduce vibration, instead 
of the 900"s dynamic balancer shaft. 
Redline is 11,000 rpm, and claimed 
peak horsepower is 74 bhp at 10,500 
rpm. 

The 600’s fork stanchion tubes are 
larger in diameter — 37mm — than 
the 35mm tubes found on the GPz550, 
but the tubing wall thickness is re- 
duced from 4mm to 3mm in the 
interest of saving weight. And while 
the 600R has larger front discs (10.6 
inches vs. the 550’s 10.2 inches) it has 
a smaller rear disc (9.8 inches vs. 10.2 
inches), 

Most obvious in any comparison, 
the 600R has smaller wheels than the 
GPz550. The 600R s wheels are Enkei 
cast aluminum alloy, an MT2.50-16 
front and an MT3.00-16 rear. Both 
carry new-design Dunlops with wrap- 
around tread, a 110/90-16 K825A front 
and a 130/90-16 K825 rear, both V- 
rated. 

There’s good reason the 600R feels 
small and cramped, racebike-like. 
Those rearset pegs? They’re 14.6 
inches off the pavement. The seat is 
29.9 inches off the ground, measured 
with the bike standing on its wheels, 
unladen. Dry weight is 430 pounds, 
making wet weight about 470 pounds 
with a full gas tank. 

The feel is sporting; there’s no 
doubt about the 600R’s purpose. The 
high pegs and short bars are not the 
most comfortable on the freeway; but 
for riding fast around corners on a 
twisty road or race track they're per- 
fect. 

No 600 can be as quick as a 900, but 
ridden through the mountains in the 
company of a Ninja 900, the 600R 
acquitted itself well. Ground lost on 
straight sections was made up — and 
more — getting deep into and quickly 
around corners. The 600R turns eas- 
ily and has excellent brakes and cor- 
nering clearance. Its ability to change 
direction quickly makes it possible 
for a rider to accelerate out of a tight 
turn harder into a series of esses. 

The Ninja 600R makes its best 
power above 8000 rpm, but will hap- 
pily churn along at legal speeds on 
city roads and highways at 4000 rpm. 
Engine speed at 60 mph is just below 
5000 rpm. 

The only distraction at slower speeds 
is slightly notchy shifting. 

It’s more of the same at the road 
racing track. Iť s there that the 600R s 
brakes really make their mark: They re 
the best stock brakes on any street 
bike. The smaller rear disc is very

controllable and predictable, and the 
600 has none of the 900’s tendency to 
lock or chatter the rear tire going into 
corners. The fronts don’t fade even in 
repeated hard use and are very strong. 

The 600R is stable in corners, fast 
and slow. Neither end breaks loose, 
and its nimbleness is a big asset in 
tighter turns. 

Much of the 600R s willingness to 
change direction has to do with the 
16-inch front wheel; at first the bike 
seems almost flighty. As the rider gets 
used to the bike and its quick han- 
dling, his lap times drop and drop 
and drop again. At the most a hard 
rider will drag the tip of a footpeg; at 
Firebird International Raceway we 
dragged the right peg but not the left. 

But there’s a price to be paid for 
everything, and the price the 600R 
extracts for its easy turning is the 
same that every motorcycle with a 16- 
inch front wheel demands: A modifi- 
cation of riding technique at or near 
the limits of cornering. The rider 
must finish his braking, get into the 
turn and dial on the throttle; backing 
off the gas at or approaching the 
apex, even a notch, loads“ the front 
wheel and makes it push. Which, in 
too many cases, means the front end 
turns in and the rider crashes on the

Racers who pioneered the use of 
16-inch front wheels learned that les- 
son long ago; now that street bikes 
follow racebikes and come with 16- 
inchers up front, the lesson must be 
learned by anybody who wants to 
ride their 16-inch-equipped streetbike 
hard. 

How fast is the 600R? In a demon- 
stration at Firebird, Jay Gleason got 
one to turn the quarter mile in 11.82 
seconds and 112.50 mph. Members of 
the press present also had a chance to 
ride examples of the bike, but with- 
out the same advantages Gleason 
enjoyed. Gleason made his runs in 
sets of six; press men were allowed 
three passes, racing against each other, 
the passes roughly 40 minutes apart 
and not always on the same bike. The 
best motojournalist’s time was 12.40 
seconds at 108 mph; my best pass was 
12.41 seconds at 108 mph. 

Given the chance to run in at least 
sets of three runs, given the chance to 
drain excess gasoline from the tank 


and perhaps adjust rear tire pressure,- 


several journalists probably could go 
12.0 seconds and 109 mph on a 600R. 

As it stands, the Ninja 600R will be 
a tough bike to beat in its class on the 
basis of power and handling — as- 
suming the use of the proper corner-

Vulture 100 victory 
goes to Hickey

WICKENBURG, AZ, NOV. 4 
California’s Eddy Hickey took 
overall Expert honors at the 
10th Anniversary edition of the

Hickey — aboard a Honda XR500

Honda in first for the overall and 
Open Amateur win one minute ahead 
of 250cc Amateur winner Frank 
Febbo. John Nolan and James Stott 
fought it out for the fourth-place 
trophy in 250cc Amateur, but Nolan 
finished with a 14-second advantage. 


Open Beginners Mike Othites and 
Frank Prince, both on TT600s, fin- 
ished just two seconds apart. Starting 
together, they fought it out for the 
distance, but Mike was in front when 
it counted. 

Dinosaurs (1975 and older) charged 
hard on their one make-it-or-break-it 
lap. Mike Wadding got out in front 
with his TT500 and stayed there, but 
his exhaust system came apart in the 
big wash. Gary Jensen then took the 
lead on a KTM 250 with Bob Burns, 
on another KTM right behind. At the 
finish, Jensen was first, five seconds 
ahead of Burns.

Adams sat the 
pole for the main and after getting 
the holeshot, had Fisher stuck to his 
rear fender. Fisher rode Adams’ rear 
wheel for the entire race, and Adams 
took the win and top payoff. Moto-

Rex Fisher led Steve Lorraine 
(Hon), Munyon and Gerry Otto (Yam) 
on the opening lap of 250cc A 
sportsman.action. Adams carved his 
way through heavy first-lap traffic 
after a bad start and ran mid-pack in 
the 10-rider main. Polesitter Munyon 
won the fastest heat race but in the 
main, fell back to battle Otto, Tricia 
Lyons (Yam) and Don Davidson for 
the final trophy spot. Fisher pulled 
away in convincing style and took an 
easy win ahead of Lorraine and Otto. 

Cave Junction’s Bob Ingle made 
the longest trek, coming some 250 
miles to top his heat race, but was 
outrode in the three-lap trophy dash 
and the 10-lap Open A sportsman 
final. Rex Fisher flew into the lead on 
a machine the diminutive rider could 
barely touch the ground on while 
Ingle, Karey Krahel (Yam 360) and 
Tim Dickets (Hon 500) shuffled for 
position. Fisher rode in first from 
start to finish for another main event 
win, with Ingle second. 

A 20-lap Open Pro main was the 
highlight of the evening, and the 
four fast AMA Pros that sat on row 
one were not going to disappoint the 
spectators. Fast heat winner Mike 
Huffman sat the pole for the race on 


the Yamaha/Honda of Roseburg 
Yamaha 500. Huffman got the hole- 
shot but only enjoyed the lead for one 
lap when Fisher swooped up on him 
to take the lead. Huffman finished 
out the evening in second after a fight 
from Ingle. Ingle couldn’t keep his 
front wheel down and dropped to 
third ahead of Don Davidson (Yam 
360). Fisher dominated the main 
event, and shared his Ray Garner's 
Yamaha/Simpson-sponsored Yama- 
has with brother Rex, who also carted 
off a good portion of the laurels.
